1. Claims 1-5, 10 and 15-17 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 6-9, 1 1-14 and 18-21 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 6-9, 11-14 and 18-21 the prior art, either singularly or in combination, 
does not teach or suggest a circuit comprising: 

a plurality of sampling amplified-oflfset devices configured to sample, amplify and/or 
compensate levels of an R charge signal a G charge signal and a B charge respectively and 
obtain an R analog signal, a G analog signal, and a B analog signal; 

a gain adder configured to multiply at least one of the R, G or B analog signals by a 
corresponding value weighted value, wherein the gain adderjs fiirther configured to add at least 
a subset of the analog signals that are multiphed by the weighted values to obtain an addition 
analog signal; and 

a multiplexer configured to select at least one of the R analog signal, the G analog signal 

the B analog signal or the addition analog signal as an output signal; 

wherein at least one of the sampling-amplified-oflfset devices includes: 

a sampler configured to obtain a plurality of samples of at least one of the R, G or B 

charge signal and to determine a luminance based at least in part on a difference between at least 

two of the samples; 

a programmable gain amplifier configiired to obtain an amplified luminance according to 
a gain value; and 
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an offset device configured to compensate at least one of the R, G or B analog signals, 
respectively, based at least in part on the obtained amplified luminance.
